woody and obſcure place for the preſent: we dou- 
bled our guardes, kept our Ports well defenced, 
with diuers Pceces mounted cloſeto the Wall, we 


brake our ditches, and you might ſee 1000. women 


and youth atoncea working the breach of the ice 
round about the rowne was-'12.toot wide, and the 
bankes caſt out of 'the gutter on both fides were a 
full pikes length in thicknefle; all the townes round 
about were amaſed, and vp inarmes as farre as De- 
uenter andZutphen, gining an alaram vnto the coun- 
tric, and the {cout maſters were quickly imployed 
to gather the troopes together: Bur the enemy 
was fark oucr, and as was ſuppoſed came rather to 
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pillagethecountrie, then G poſlefle him(elfe of any 
forteficd place, vnlefle hecould haue .blowne open 
our Ports with a Patara, or had ſome faCtion ripe in 
Viretch or Amersford, which yerhe came not neere 
vnto by 3o.Engliſh mile, and thus he ranged ouer .

For you muſt know, he had fo appoin- - 
ted ir, that all Gozzales troopes ſhould follow him, 
and it the weather brake, they ſhould prouide 
boates and plankes to raile a bridgefor their tranſ+ | 
portation, ſo that when he made his retreat indeed, 
all things were ready according to his former de: - 
ſignation,but ere he could fully get ouer,the bridge 
brake with the ſwelling of the riner, and the army 
was routed with the approach of the Stares forces.. + 

For the country was.quickly raiſed, & Graue Hen. : 
rxYVay Naſjaw came nobly forwaxd on the ſpurre to 
iruſtrate this enterpriſe: bur before he approached, 
the Lord Marchat Gouernour of Armham, and Ge- 
nerall ofthe horſe, had got together aſele& compa«- 
ny of. fouldiers, and followed him ..to the riuers - 


{1de; but by that time Grave Henry had ioyned with 
him, the tearc was ouercome, .and the encimy ouers. 
paſled: yer had they the fortune. tro meet with the +

reare, and ſome ftraglers, and ſo cut off at leaſt 456; 
korſe,and this was the end and ſucceſlc of thar great 
enterpriſe that filled the neighbouring countries 
with rumour, as if the Hage had beene in danger, 
and the Queene of Boheme with her children were 
glad to flieto Delfe, when yet therewas no.encmy 
necre them by 50. Engliſh:mile. : Indeed the 
Hage is as an open Doype, and worth the ſurpriſing, 
becauſe of the great wealth and rich inhabitants, 
but there is many a fearcfull Keppe to be made, and 
Towne tobe bartered,ercthey can come to cheere 
themſclues with any hope of ſuch a buſineſſe, or 
extraordinary preuailing : all that wee ſuſpe& in- 
deed, and with probability, is their returning into 
Eaft-Freezelandthis ſummer, and taking the towne 
of Embden, the faQtious are ſo denided therein, 
and the Imperials hauc ſo many coadiutors; but 
this will be hardly doneto, conſidering the States 
haue had ſo fairewarning,and ſo much time of pre- 
uention.

Here are many Letters come from diners places 
ro the Merchants dwclling here, of the ſafe arriuall 
of the ſhips cf Holland in rhe Eft and Weſt In- 
dies, and their ferling in Chi/y and qther Ports; but 
neerer hand they report fadder things, and worſer 
newes, as that there ſhould be an Engliſh and 
Dutch ſhip caſt away, before Fen'ce at' iHalamecs, 
of 300 runne each of chem, and richly laden; and 
they cell the tale in chis manner : The Golph of 
Venice is a dangerous place at all crimes, eſpecially 
this time of the yeare, when if the winde be either 
N »reh-eaft, or South-caſ, all ſhips are driuen with 
violenceto the very bankes, that lye betweene Ye- 

nice and the maine Sea, and fo they muſt either 
hauza Pilot to direQ]:hem through the paſſages,or 
traſt ro their anchoring ;z and then if the Cables 
decay, wea.e, or fret, or breake, there is no remedy, 
burperiſhing on the bankes :Now the engliſh man 
comming neere the paſtage preſumed 0n his owne 
$kill; and the goodneffe of his ſhip.and eicher ſcor- 
ned-to fend tor the Admirall of che Boates,-or 
thought to ſaue fo much money as the charge 
would arount, and fo aduencured ro come in «f 
bim!' Ie, but miffing che chanacll, ſt-ooke rwice 
' ypon the ground, and at W moſt vntorumately 
<6 Lite 
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tumbled on to-ſide, as divers others haue done 
E oth within and without the banke: For many thou- 
{ancs are daily at worke to breake vp the ſhips, that 
| lye vnder water, and indeed endanger the ſafe com- 
mit'g in of othcrs : when yet they ſuppoſe they 
arc paſt danger : The Dutch man rid it ont a while, 
bur tcing heauily laden, and the Cables ſpent, they 
loft t] emiclues vpon the bankes, before they came 
to the paſſages. TIhaue one thing moreto tell you 
of the former Engliſh ſhip,that at the ſecond teuch 
of the ground, ſhe loſt her rudder, and yet hapned 
ty cFance into the channell ; but for want of good 
{ ccring.ſhe milt her way againe, and fo fell on the 
La be andatlaſt tumbled oner and ouer. 

To-this they adde a ſtrange report, which is in 
erery Merchants mouth in Awfterdeme, of an En- 
g ſh m 1: comming out of the raites,who ſhould 
be ſer vpon by a Man of Warre of Portivgal, who 
compelled him to fighr, oryeeld himſfelfe a priſe, 
but the Engliſh would nor, and fo prepared for the 
encounter : now there were certaine bags of palles 
and Cotton-wools clogging his Ordnance, which 

' hethrew oucr-boord, and ſo had more libertie ro 
play with his Ordnance, which he plyed fo well, 
that inſted of yeelding, he ouercame the Portingal, 
and tooke him as a full priſe indeed, and in the: 
ſearch found a Commiſſion, or letter of Marr, that 

it ſhold be lawful for him to take either Neither land 
or Enghſh,and throw them over-boord,whichrhey 
fay he brought with him into England : bur a wc 1- 
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cious Merchant ſtanding by, contradicted the -re- 
port, and ſaid, ir was no new matter, butſome old 
Commiſſion belonging to the Men of warre in the 
Cavaries, who indeed are to ſuffer neither Exzliſp 
nor Flemiſa(it they can preuent it)togo into the weſt 
IsJies, and fo this might be one of them comming 
to Li:boy aud falling by rhe way on this Merchant : 
this hath ſome probabilitie : yer doe tney ſay plain- 
ly, that the Merchants in Spaine haue found ſome 
alteration” of late in their entertainement, and the 
Teſuires and Fryars both in S, Lucas, Seuil, and Lis- 
bone, with other port Townes, haue giuen out da- 
ring words, and much offenſiue to the Engliſh,

The Letters that come from Yiexna are of di- 
uers ſorts, but none of them import any great mat- 
ter for ation, more then preparations againſt the 
trutce made between the Emperor and Berhelem Ga- 
bor, which hath an expiring in the beginning of 
March : yet becauſe you expect ſome thing out of 
them, I will thus contra&t them for your better vn- 
de {tanding : 

In one of them is a briefe colleQtion of the Em- 
perours diſcontentments concerning certaine De- 
crees of the Con:laue of Cardinals, for the eſtabli- 
ſhing the Duke of Bawarzz in all his dignities,wirth-

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out any condition of his ſubmiſſion to the Empe- 


rour., or: making the King of Spaine acquainted 


with the matter, as if the Ciurch o! Rome world 
make him her Champion, and indeedrtepoſe more 
truſt in him,then in the Emperor : another motiue 
of vokindnefſe came from the gouernment of the 
Grizons, wherein he vnderſtood that the Pope was 
willing 'to haue the Spaniſh Garriſons 'out of the 
Country, asif they.in Rome were icalious of Spaixs 


looking toward 1taly:therefore certaine Prieſts had 


beene tampring with the Arch-duke Le opalans to 
take the gpoucrnwent vpon him as his Ho!lineſſe do- 
nation, and by degrees to weed out the Spaniard. 
To this you may adde,thart the Emperour was wil- 
ling to ſend his fonne # harles inco Spaine, but they 
wiſhed it othe wite, as ſuppoſing that if che Em- 
perour and 4pazye runne fill in one courſe of hoſtt- 
lite the preſent treaſure muſt come our of 7oly 21d 


mult be lefr berinde in Germany. fo the ove muſt 


grow poore , by the p: ave amongſt themſelues ; 
and the orher rich, by the payment of ſouldiours 
who were ſure to ſpend the money inthe' Coun- 
tries, 
Another Letter enlargeth theſe particulars, 


that diners C::ffacks went to Yienne to have au- 


dience of Cz{ar, who welcommed them like him- 
felfe, and roid them, they ſhould both haue pay 
and imploymenr. That Don Balthaſer de Maraaes 
was returned from the A; my in Moravie, w:th al- 
{urance, that the Marquefle Jezgendorffe, and old 
Count 
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Count Thorxe. were yatraCtable, and the inhabi- 
tants of the Country in their hearts wiſhed them 
well ; thac the Citie Connſe!! had refolued to af- 
fi!t his Imperiall Miieſtie, with apreſent ſumme of 
100000 Florens, the maintaining of 60 Wagons, 
cach one to haue foure horſes, and ro keepe a 1000 
Burgers in continuall watch and warde for the de- 
fence of the Citic : that vpon the preſent payment 
of 30000 Florens the Coſlacks returned vnto the 
Armic in Moraw : that the Emperour hath pro- 
claimed a generall aſſemble on the 20, of Fcbru- 
4*y for the States of Auſtria, and will haue another 
for the Pcouinces, who in a manner retract from 
comming, vnlefle they may be aſſured of the liber- 
tie for their Religion, That the dearth increaſeth 
all ouer the Countrie, that in regard of the Cities 
kindnefl- in dis>urfing the former ſummes of mo- 
ney, the Emperour hath granted them two cſpeci- 
all priuiledpes. 

Firſt, The one, That they ſhall haue full power 
and autho1itie tro make any one a free Burger of 
State, that bringeth a particular of his being affec- 
ted io the Catholike Religion & a teftimonie from 
his Confeffor, that he will continue in the allege- 
ance of the Emperor. 

Secondly, The other, Thar it ſhall be lawtul] for 
the Maieſtrates of the Citie amongſt themſclues to 
ſell the houſes of them, which are not Burgers,nor 
defire to be receiued into their fraternitic, except 
the Patrimonies of tree Lords, and other priuiled- 
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A third letter from Yiewna con rainketh theſe par 
ticulats': that the Embaſ[idors of Bzerhelem Gabor | 
could haueno audience, by reaſon they carte fo 
ſlenderly prouided, and wanted the ſolemnitie of 
divers ceremonies belonging to tlie dignitie of his 
imperiall Maieſty, But the truth is, that they were 

- plainly anſwered, that cxcept the Prince would re- 
tire home and forſake Faxzary, the Emperour 
would notadmit of his embacies, as from an abſo- 
lute Prince, but as from an enemy, and one that 
tooke part with his rebels : yetrnotwithſtanding,the 
cruice if hee pleaſed, might continue, and there 
ſhould be fairequarter betweene them. 

In the end of 1avnary, the Lanſgrave of Leichen- 
fteea came from Prague to Yienna with all the tor- 
ces of Bohemia : For when they heard, that Manſ- 
field was disbandied, they were the bolder to goe 
from their places of faſtneſſe, and attcnd the Em- 
perour necr2rhome {o it is ſaid, heſhall goe into 

Hunzary,8 be the Emperours Vice-gerent in all af- 

faires and imployments in thoſe places after. 

After him came the Regiment of Cola/to with a 

ooo horſe, and the Coſlacks of Papeaheim, which 

had beene quartred in the Iland of S<&t, and were 
compelled to ſecke a more plentifull lodging. Here 
is alſo arumor,that the Lord of walleftewe vpon the 

Emperours inveſting him, and proclaiming him 

Prince of Traxſiluazia, will at his owne charge raiſe 

an Aimie of 15000, and march into Tranfiluania, 
either to conquer the Counttic in deſpight of rhe 


Turkes, 
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Turks,and other confederates,or diuert the war and 
make the Prince returne out of Hungery,whither he 
will or yo:this is a motio: of conſequence, but whi- 
ther it is but rumoured to terrific Bethelem Gabor, or 
mcant-asa policie of warre to be put in praCtiſe, is 
diſputable, and fo I leave it, vntill I heare further. 

The former motiue of this great Lord, came no 
queſtion to the cares of the Prince. : For preſently, 
as the Letters haue it, he lefthis Army in Hangary, 
and went in perſon into his Countrie carying great 
fore of Treaſure with him, and tooke order with 
his borders, and places of fortification to preuent 


any incurſions of ſtrangers whoſocuer. Among o- 


ther things it is reported, that the Lord Efterhaſs 
hath ſent divers Turkiſh priſoners vnto the Empe- 
rour, among whom is a brother of one of the great 
Turkes Concubines,and a kinſman of Berhelem Ga- 
bors, for whoſe ranſome are offred xo000 Chriſtian 
ſlaues : but the matter is referred to the Pope, and 
as his Holineſſe concludes, it ſhall be diſpatched. 


From Rome the 1. of February. 


The letters from Rowe tell vs alſo of letters from 
Naples, which certifie rhus much, that Dox Carls- 
Spinola, a kinſman of the Archduchefle :great Ge 
nerall, is leuying 6000 foot for the Emperour. 
And Signiour Pietro Frudtriſio Colonna hath Com- 
miſſion to raiſe another Regiment, and ſo to come 
into Germar as foone as they can: For the Empe- 

rour 
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rour is reſolued by the Popes affiſtance,to driue his 
enemies from their faſtnefſe, and to rake all ſure, 
now he hath ſo good aduantage, that no rebellious 
{ubiect ſhall really be able to hurt him, 

They alſo write from Palermo, that two famous 
Merchants and vnderrcakers, named Tattara, and 
Groppo, are broke for 500000 Crownes, And that 
the Cardinal-..auiſio hath affigned 150000 Crowns 
toward the building of the Church Pau4zo, to be 
receiued yearely by ronoo Crownes p'r anzwn,out 
of a place called Coles, vatill the tull lumme be 
deducted; 

But the ea! matter talked & i in /taly, is 
concerning new Decrees in the Conclane of Cardis 
nals,” for the propagation of the R-»mane Catho- 
like Religion; and that the Emperour hath defired 


the Popes diſpenſation about a a pretended mariage 


berweene his S-5nne and 5ypaine : For they giuc it 
our, that the treaty of 5paixe with all others is dif- 
folued ypon diners-confiderations, which are in 
Fome publikely named,and publikely written vpony 
but we hauc no ſuch liberty tro ſpeake of them in 
England, as they haue tO tell lies in /taly. which 1s 
ſo cuſtomary and a point of their dodtrine, that in 
naming England , and any proceedings therein, 

they haue not patience enoygh to heare any reaſon, 

but fall vponthe truth with calumniation and ap- 
proby, and this they mixe with ſuch monſtrous and 


ridiculous lics, that a: man would wounder, how 
ne Dcuill could inuent then, 
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From Venice, Februarie 3. 

The Letters from Yenice concerne the Merchant 
moretken all the reſt, for inthe Rzalto there hath 
been a publike Crier this cold and froſty weather, to 
aduiſc men of the peril] of the Gulph, and the Gan- 
ger of the bankes of Mals Mono, and therefore to 
prouide for Pilots betime, and not to aduenture in 
by their owne wilfulneſle, or to ſaue alittle money , 
for diuers ſhips haue this yeare beene caſt away 
already. 

They alſo write, That at Gezoa are fix Gallics, rea- 
dy to tranſportto the Italian Regiment,out of Lom- 
bardy into Sardinia: that Prince Doz/4 hath brought 
fix Gallies more to the hauen, & there landed in ſafe- 
ty the Duke CAlbriquerque, who is longed inthe 
Palace of Prince Doria in great ſlate, and fo taries a 
faire opportunity to goc into Spaine: that the Inha- 
birants of Chr would be free and Imperiall, as their 
neighbours arez and that the Popes Nuncio was 
conducted in great ſtate to S. Markes, to the Palace 
ro haue audience, he had 60 followers in purple, and 


\ the Scigneury did him great honour by teaſting and 


other paſtimes : his Embaſlie was a great while ob- 
ſcured, which raiſed many conieQtures and ſuppoli. 
tions, till at laſt it came to this diſcouery, That his 
Holineſſe reputed them as a faithfull Sonne of the 
Church,and therefore they ſhould be aduiſed by him, 
ro keepe their frontiers , and looke to their paſſages, 


C eſpecially 
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eipeciauy their Gulph, that they were not ſurpriſed 
vnaware, and he would be auxiliary to them in what 
he could. This was fo well accepted that they feafteq 
the Nuncio cxtraordinarily,and gratified his holires 
for a fatherly care toward them. 

But ſome crafty politicians onely winked at the 
matter for the preſcnr, and afterward argued among 
themſelues , that this proceeded not from any loue 
toward them, but meerely from his owne icaloufic, 
and thefeare of Rome, leſt the Spaniard by intruding 
into the Venctian gouernment, andterritories, might 
the more eaſily viſit $. Peters patrimony , and make: 
himſelfeKing of Italy, and ſo the Pope ſhould bebur 
an inferior Biſhop, and ſome ſuperintendent of the 
leſuites obtaine the ſupremacy of Europe,as Pope 
S:ixtws did once tell a Icſuite in plainetearms, that he 
was a faQtious and turbulent fellow. 

They alſo write , That ſome ſpeciall Gentlemen of 
Fexice, by the conſent of the Signeury, hane builc 
certaine ſhips in Hiftria and Dalmartia,after the Eng. 
liſh faſhion, but without Cabins vnder hatches, and 
they are to encounter with men of war, eſpecially 
Turkiſh Pirats, who with a Pinace of fifty runne, 
dare attempt a Merchant man of Venice of foure 
hundred ; but now they hope by the helpe of the 
Engliſh, to preuentſuch piracy, and make quicker 
diſpatch in their ſailing. 


FromPragne the 5 of F ebruary 
The Lord of Waleftcine formerly named after the 
Ge 
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departure of the Prince Leichefteine, remained chiefe 
gouetnor of Prague, and looked ſtritly to all manner 
of trades, eſpecially ſuch,by whoſe coueteouſneſle a 
famine & mortality began, and ſouldiers were every 
dayina mutiny for want of reliete,wherupon bakers 
were puniſhed,thathad meale and would not vent it, 
infomuch that ſome of them cur their owne throats 
in priſon. Butchers were fined that would not ſell 
their fleſh at ſuch rates,as the Emperors proclamati. 
ons commanded,and the ewes were narrowly ſcar- 
ched,who durſt buy any armor ofthe ſouldier,or ger 
into his houſe either powder,ormunition: yet for all 
this the ſouldier was quiet, and left the reforming of 
abuſes to the publike Magiſtrate, which manner of 
diſcipline ſtoodthe Emperorin great ſtead inPragve, 
and indecd was the caule that the City eſcaped re- 
bellion or great mutinies, 

They further write, that the ſouldiers lying in the 
villages doe great hurt being ſcattered abroad, and 
far from their principall commanders, whereon the 
Arantaniſh horie, and 5 other cornets, beſides ſome 
foot belonging to Colalto, marched to the Imperiall 
army in Moraxi4, whoſe rendezuous in abour 1g/ay, 
and allthe reſt, who ſeeme to be moſt vnruly ate ve- 
ry politikely called out ypon pretcnce of ſeruice : 
bur in truth for feare of doing miſchicf ro the peace- 
able inhabitants, and quier Countrymen, who for 
alltheſe troubles ploweth and ſowerh,not knowing 
who ſhall reape the fruit atharueſt, or cnioy the be- 
nefit eftheir owns labors. 
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They alfo write of ſtrange things, eſpecially that 
moſt part of Ianuary, three ſeucrall Commets were 
apparantly ſcene, whereof two were very bright and 
tranſlucent. That eight daies together about Lim- 
bourge, within foure leagues of Prague, there happe- 
ned tearefull weather of Lightning & Thunder, and 
when it ſeemed faire, the Element was full of fire, 
and ſtrange ruddy corruſcation, which amazed the in- 
habirants, as if the latter day had beene, and yetno 
great hurt done , but firing of certaine thatche Cor- 
rages, and terrifying of Cattell, who made an extra= 
ordinary noiſe and bellowing. That the rivers, after 
the froſt did ſwell ſo high , that many bridges were 
oucr- borne,and the lower grounds ouer-flowed : yea 
men and catcell periſhed,who were not skilfull in the 
Channell:& thartrhe dreams of two Noblemen were 
interpreted againſt the Emperor, and therefore they 
were ſought afterto be called to account:for they had 
reported, That they viſibly ſaw the King of Bohemia 
in his princely roabes, ſitting in the Capitall and Pa- 
lace,8& when as they thought they ſpake aloud, How 
can this be? a Voice anſwered them ; VVhat is im- 
poſſible with men,is poſſible withGod. 
| Many other things more are rumored to happen 
this winter , but becauſe they tend rather to impoſh - 
bility, then any probability of truth, I leaue them to 
be ſuppreſſed, and draw to a concluſion. 

Yer beforc I goefrom Prazxe , I muſt acquaint 
you with aletter from the Dukedome of Brunſwick, 
yea, the ſirong Towne it ſelte, and the as" 
O 
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of Brandenburg, containing thus much in effeR, that 
the inhabitants of both theſe Prouinces, haue ſub- 
miſſiuely requeſted their Lords, not to giue ouer 
the cauſe of Bohemia, eſpecially the Proteſtant Re. 
ligion, and yet there are many Papiſts in Branſ- 
wicke , and they ſhall command their perſons, and 
ſubſtance; yea, they will venture their lives for the 
Religion. : 
Theſe Letters are diverfly ſorted, but it ſhould 
ſeeme all the Hans and free townes are agreed to the 
ſame purpoſe. For they haue requeſted rhe King of 
Denmarke to take them into his proteRion, rather 


then they ſhould be ſubie&ro Papiſtry any more. 
From Cullen the tenth of February. 


Though C#l/e» be imperiall, and an abſolute ene- 
my to the Proteſtant Religion, and Bohemian buſi- 
neſſe : yetare there ſuch in the towne,as both fauour 
true Religion, and the affaires of the Princes of the 
Vnion. Forthere are Letters come from diuers reſi. 
dent in the City , that acquaint-vs with the-bufi- 
neſſe ofthe Prouinces neere hand better, then other 
places, and fo you ſhall haue the diſcovery of rhe 
principall things contained in them. =

That it was faid how the yong Duke would over 
into England : thatthey expeRed a meſſenger dayly

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from Englandto D:nmarke, and ſo as that was plea- 
ſing,they would frame their tourney and buſineſſe : 
that Count HMarsfelditayed in the Hage,and atten- 
ded the good houre of ſome imploiment, cither by 
Fraice , or the King of Bohemia, whom many thou- 
ſands wiſhed well vnto,and that he had rather be im- 
ployed elſe-where;then in the Low-Counrries , be- 
cauſe it muſt needs bee an abatement of Honour to 
ſcrue asa priuxte man, or ſimple Colonell, who hath 
had ſo many Regiments and folong vnder him, with 
greater Princes, then himſclte,to be commanded by 
him. 

They alſo write from the County of Scharinberg, 
that cHMonſ: Tilley, Don Cordna, Reitberg , CAnholt, 
and other principall Imperiall Commanders , (For 
whatſozuer belongs ro the Emperour , King of 
'Spaine, and Archduchefle is all one) appointed an- 
other meeting about the Riuer of Weſer, where they 
determine to remaine all the next Summer, except 
they aime at Freeze-land, or ſuch like : and after a 
martiall Councell, they went & ſurpriſed the Caſtle 
of Exter, and pillaged the countrie round abour, 

" That yet ſomeLetters out of Munſter write, how 
Mansfields forces haue not quite left Freſland, for 
they haue poſlſeſsion of Chrems, Witmund, Borne , 
and divers other Caſtles,wherein are gariſons for the 
States : but all theſe places doeſtill call Aansfield 
their Generall: and willnot deny to afford him their 
ſeruice, and adutifull reſpeR.

I haue recciued a Letter from the Hage, which 
makes me much wonder.For there is not a word in it 
cither of the encmies incurſions into Gelderlaxd : or 
the apprehenſion of any feare in this opzn Dorp by 
the inhabitants. For allic was reported, that the ene- 
mie came ouer the Riuer of 1/el, ro befiege Araher : 
they onely write, thatthe States of the Eaſt Freeſland 
haue diſ-burſed 300000 Gelders for Mansfields vie: 
ſeat him all his baggage and Waggons ; but keepe 
his Ordnance and Munition, and write vato him ve- 
ry ſubmiſſiuely,for all they are rid of him : as if either 
they might ſtand in need of him : or indeed found 
hima kind of Bulwarke and ſupport to prevent any 
ſudden miſchiefes or attempts of the enemy, where- 
as now the country lay open; andto defend this pro- 
_ vince, the States had a new care and charge. 

They alſo write,that the Fleet of ſixteene Hollan- 
ders which went into the South Sea a yeare agoe, are 
ſafe and well in ſeuerall Ports beyond the Line. That 
the 42 ſhips which went ſome five moneths fince to- 
ward the ſouth Cape wete diuided by tempeſt, but 
happily recouered one another;and are gone forward 
on their journey. That divers men of warre are dayly 
ſcene beyond and"abour the Canaries, which ſome 
will hauc Pirats or Turkiſh bottomes, but the Mer- 
chant ſuppoſeth them Portingals from Brazil, who 
hauea rendezvous appointed to meet with thoſe of 
Zxboneand the Iſlands, and all together to make a 
conuoy forthe bringing home of the Weſt 1»dj;atiea- 
ſure into Spaince 4 

ut- 
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But in the end of the Letter I find it thus, that there 
are ſo many aduenturers into the Weſ? 1ndies, and the 
Harbours where the embarking of the Spaniard is, 
are {o known to diuers Mariners, that it cannot chuſe 
but one or other will enconnter with ſome of their 
Fleet: and then if ir come to a triall, there may bee as 
pood ſucceſle on one fide as another, and thus ſome 
for their priuate,and ſome for their publike good,cx- 
tend their wiſhes and delires to fenerall ends, 

From Amſterdam, Feb. 20. 

Theres one newer Letter come from Amſterdam 
full of ſuſpitious particulars, which although they be 
dangerous &touching the whole State, yer becauſe 
they be true and of neceſſary information, I will ad- 
uenture to publiſh, Ir containeth thus much, That 
the King and Councell of Spaine haue arreſted moſt 
of the Engl:ſh,Scotch, and other ſhips, and not onely 
diſcharged their owne Mariners, officers and Sailers, 
bur put.into their roomes,narive Portingals and Spa- 
niards, for what purpoſe God knowes, but it is feare- 
fully rumored, that they haue pretences eithcr for 
Ireland or Holland. | 

Befides,there isan Armado in readincſle or at leaft 
_ apreparing, of 60 Galleons and great ſtore of other 


ſhipping, but they will haue this for the conuoy of 
the {1luer Fleet, yet ſayesthe letter, ir were not amiſle 


that other Princes took notice of the ſame to preuent 


ſudden miſchietes : for preuenting-phyticke is better 


then curing. -
